HERE IS ANOTHER DEFAMER. 

A few weeks ago we received several letters from the 
southwest inquiring about a Rev. L. A. Benner, who repre- 
sented that he had been a priest, or at least had studied for 
the priesthood; who declared that he had been connected with 
Sacred Heart College, San Francisco, Cal., that he was a 
worker for the Catholic Indian Bureau. 

From the principal of the Sacred Heart College, San 
Francisco, Cal., we have just received an answer to our in- 
quiry about this Benner, which reads as follows: 

“We have no record of ever having had a man by the 
name of L. A. Benner engaged as teacher, in any other 
capacity at the Sacred Heart College.” 

From the headquarters of the Indian Bureau we learn 
that Benner had never done missionary work among the 
Joeur d’Alene Indians, but that he was employed as teacher 
of boys in a mission school for a few months in the fall of 
1910. In November of that year he was discharged, because 
he did not give satisfaction. He had been a convert to the 
Church, but lapsed. He told a Baptist minister at Spekane 
that he had been a Jesuit, but this was a falsehood. Two 
years ago he was making a fair living in the south as an “ex- 
Catholic missionary.” 
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We have in the Catholic Church no national collecting 
agency for the support of religious needs that are for the 
benefit of the whole Catholic body, or for universal church 
requirements. Because of this our bishops are not able to- 
make provision for this or that activity within the Church. 
In all Protestant churches there are different committees of 
men, called Boards, in charge of the different works carried 
on by the church at large, and they calculate the amount of 
money that will be needed to execute a program which they 
map out for one year, or two years, or five years. This being 
done, there is a levy made on all the congregations belonging 
to the denomination. The Presbyterian church, for instance, 
has had fifteen such Boards, which raised $14,000,000 last 
year. The Protestant Episcopal church, which held its con- 
‘ention in Portland, Oregon, last fall, has appropriated sev- 
eral millions for different activities of that denomination. 
Yet the Presbyterians and the Episcopalians have each a 
membership less than one-tenth that of the Catholic body in 
this country.
